Ottawa—There isa-clamorous and 
quite numerous faction among. the 


supporters of the King Government: 


in Parliament: which longs’ for the 
restoration of the spoils ‘system. 
Its members crave for power to dis- 
miss, many officials appointed to the 
outside civil service since 1911 and 
to exercise political patronage in 
replacing them and in making ‘pro- 
motions. These politicians, more- 
over, chafe angrily at the obstacles 
placed in the way of such proceedings 
by the Civil Service Act of 1918. Lib- 
erals who in thelr days of opposition, 
professed abhorrence 
patronage are now prepared to ™ en- 
dure and even to embrace it. There 
has been in circulation during the 


present session a report that a large’ 


group of Liberal members of the 
House of Commons has served upon 
the government in the party caucus a 
demand for a revival of patronage in 
respect of appointmenfs and promo- 
tions throughout the federal civil ser- 
vice. outside the departments at Ot- 
tawa. Speeches in the House this 
session have tended to confirm that 
report and have given rise to. the 
thought that, if incidental music were 
provided for the drama enacted on 
the floor of the Chamber, their ap- 
propriate accompaniment would _be 
the old comic opera air “Ain’t it 
Funny What a Difference Just a Few 
Hours Make.” ° 

During the session of 1921, the 
House of Commons on several occas- 
fons discussed the merits and de- 
merits of the Civil Service Act of 
1918, which abolished patronage and 


conferred the power of appointment | 


to both the inside and. the outside 
services upon the Civil Service Com- 
mission. The subject was first rais- 
ed when the late General Sir Sam 
Hughes introduced a motion calling 
frankly for a return to patronage 
exercised by Government supporters 
in Parliament and defeated Govern- 
ment candidates. Later a bill to 
amend the Civil ‘Service Act was intro- 
duced by Hon. B. K. Spinney of Yar- 
mouth and Clare, N.S., and was re- 
ferred to a special committee. As. it 
emerged from the committee and was 
passed the bill took from the Civil 
Service Commission the duty of ap: 
pointing manual labours, postmasters, 
whose remuneration is paid, Wholly 
or in part, by a percentage of the 
receipts of their offices and profes- 
sional, scientific and technical offi- 
cers. It also widened the scope ‘of 
the section of the Civil Service iAct 


dealing with cases to which the ap-, 


plication of the statute would not be 
practicable. The section as amend- 
ed, read: “In any case where the com- 
mission decides that it {s not prac- 
ticable nor in the public interest to 
apply this act to any position or posi- 
tions, the commission may _ exclude 
such position or positions, in whole 
or in part, from the operation of this

The. majority of Lib- 
eral speakers, with the possible ex- 


‘}\ception. of Onesiphore “Turgeon, of 


Gloucester, N.B., however, opposed, 
the Bill, to amend the: Civil Service 
Act on the ground that it contemplat- 
‘eda ‘revival of political, patronage and 


reversal of the principle of the Act 


of 1918. -Such was the attitude of the 
Hon. Ernest Lapointe, now , Minister 
of ‘Marine, of Hon. Charles Murphy 
now, Postmaster General, and o 
Hon. Mackenzie King, . the Liberal 
leader. “Mr. King asserted that the 
bill would destroy the Civil Service 
Act of 1918 in very . large part. 
“That,” he asserted, “is a step “en- 
tirely in the wrong dinection.” 

Quite different has been the Liber- 


al attitude presented to: parliament |’ 


during the present session. Although 
they attacked the legislation of last 
year as a step in the°wrong direc- 
tion, they now demand & much strong- 
er step in the same direction and 
would make appointments, not only 
of the classes specified last year, 
but to all positions in the outside 
service and also promotions in . the 
outside service under a system of pat- 
ronage. The method.jof appointment 
and promotion through the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, which was éstab- 
lished by the Act of 1912/and which 
they last year defended, they now de- 
clare ‘to have been designed “to keep 
Tory appointees in office.” They 
have no word of commendation for the 
work of the Civil Service Commission. 
The two Ottawa members, Mr. Chev- 
rier and McGiverin, called upon the 
government to take from the commis- 
sion the authority to make any ap- 
pointments which cannot be made on 
the basis of a written examination or 
a demonstration of skill by the candi- 
dates for the position. 

Hon. Charles !Marcil, of Bonaven- 
ture, J. J. Hughes, of Kings, P.E.L, 
Onesiphore Turgeon ‘of Gloucester, N. 
B., and William Duff, of Lunenburg, 
N.S., all announced to,;the Commons 
that. they are willing so:far:to sacri- 
fice themselves as to assumegesponsi- 
bility for. all recommendations for ap- 
pointment to government: offices in 
‘The last men- 
tioned member asserts -he does not 
favour “wholesale dismiseals’? but fair- 
ly grinds his ‘teeth when. he tells the 
House of the “Tory” officeholders in 
Lunenburg whom he would like to 
“fire’ and of his “humillating posi- 
tion” in consequence of the -taw 
which forbids him to ply the axe/ 
Luncien Cannon declared last. year 
that “a civil service which is to afford 
the required efficiency should be a 
service altogether outside of the 
evils of patronage; reform of the 
civil service in regard to patronage 
is a good one and legislation aimed at 
its abrogation is vicious in principle.” 
This year, the member seized the op- 
portunity. afforded by the ‘budget de- 
bate to make an eloquent plea in favor 
of granting members of parliament 
power to make appointments to posi- 
tions in their constituencfes.

Dublin, June 27.—The Irish provis-

GOVERNMENT SALE OF LIQUOR 
FAILS TO CONTROL 


Two. years ago -the Legislature of 
British Columbia. refused the electors 
of British Columbia the: opportunity, of 
vating for ‘the exclusion of imported 
liquor, and authorized a , plebiscite 
concerning. government sale. This 
plan is identical with the system now 
advocated. under ‘tthe name of Gov- 
ernment Control in Ontario. It was 
specifically propagated by the Mod- 
eration League of B.C. The electors 
voted for government rate. and. the 
law came into force over one year 
ago. After a year of trial, we may 
well ask whether the new system 
makes for moderation. Does _ it 
really control? Does it eliminate 
bootlegging? 

Here are the returns. Sales of 
liquor in B.C. under the Prohibition 
Act amounted to $14,000 in Septem- 
ber, 1920, rising to $18,000 in. July, 
1921. The sale in Government Liquor 
Stores:in the third quarter of last 
‘year averaged $636,800 per month,

THE HIGH SCHOOL 


Red Deer is face to face with a 
serious High School problem. It 
would be folly for the electors to 
shut their eyes to the situation like 
the ostrich that hides its head in the 
sand till it is overtaken by disaster. 

A hundred and ‘a ‘half ‘of Red Deer’s 
brightest and best’ young people are 
receiving their secondary education 
in a building that is inadequate, un- 
sanitary and unsafe. It is inade- 


quate because it cannot accommodate 
all the grades at the present time, 
and the efficiency of the high school 
system is jeopardized by the  con- 
stant trailing to and fro from the one 
Duilding to the other: part of the 
svork has to be taken up in the 
Assembly Hall of the Central School 
on account of the overflow conditions. 
*t..° building {gs ynsanitary because it 
ig lacking even the most ordinary 
toilet facilities or an adequate sys- 
tem of ventilation. The building is 
unsafe because it is old and qjjlapi- 
tated: some day it must crumble a8 
the result of the natural processes of 
decay, and it is »2 veritable fire-trap. 
Heaven grant that it may not be fill- 
ed with that wealth of human life if 
such a disaster should come. 

The electors will raise their hands 
in holy horror at the suggestion that 
a new High School should be _ built 
with the least possible dejay. The 
everlasting argument of the expense 
will be. paraded.at the slightest men- 
tion of such a’ scheme. But let us 
reason together and see {ff the sug: 
gestion is not much more feasible 
than it appears to be on the surface. 
The matter was seriously discussed 
at the meeting of the School Board 
on Monday evening and deserves the 
earnest consideration of all public 
bodies. Incidentally, the suggestion 
has been made that the Board of 
Trade would be well advised to de- 
vote its attention to the develop- 
ment of Red Deer as the educational 
centre of Central Alberta rather than 
in the doubtful effort of making this 
a manufacturing centre, which it 
cannot become in fhe very ear 
future. 

To meet the present and prospect- 
ive needs it would be necessary to 
build a twelve-room High School. 
This past year there have been two 
Grade IX. rooms, one Grade X., one 
Grade XI., and one Grade XII., mak- 
ing five rooms in all. The Principal 
is satisfied that it will be necessary 
to have two Grade X. rooms this com- 
ing year, and the _ probability is 
that it will be necessary to have two 
Grade XI. rooms the following year. 
The twelve room school should, how- 
ever, be sufficient to fill the require- 
ments for several years to come. 

In the meantime, at least, a few of 
the rooms would be available for 
Public School work, making it pos- 
sible for the Board to drop the Par- 
ish Hall as soon as the present lease 
expires in December, 1924. For rent 
and maintenance, the Parish Hall is 
costing an excessive amount per 
pupil at the present time, as well as 
being quite unsatisfactory. Speéak- 
ing of costs of -operation, it is also 
well to bear {n mind that the cost of 
heating the High School ‘is’ also 
much more than {ft would be if the 
building were modern in construc- 
tion and heating arrangements. 

The School Board will be well ad- 
vised to prepare an exhaustive state- 
ment showing what the annual inter- 
est and debenture charges wouid 
amount to on a new filigh School 
building, also showing what econom- 
jes could be effected by the elimin- 
ation of the Parish Hall as a school 
and the waste in operating the pres- 
ent High Schoo) building. Let the 
ratepayers have the information for 
their perusal and as a basis for the 
further discussion of the matter. 

If the proposal to build {s feasible, 


the expenditure of, say, $100,000 with- .

in the next couple of years in this 
way would help very materially to 
improve business conditions within 
the city. The idea*of excluding out- 
side pupils altogether and _ shifting 
along as best we can with the: pres- 
ent accommodation for purely resi- 
dential pupils, would be suicidal to 
the best interests of the city. 

Another problem that - the School 
Board have to prepare for is the 
regulation requiring all High Schools 
to be in a position to give physical 
instruction by the fall of 1923. The 
question of providing a gymnasium 
comes in here. The city needs a 
gymnasium in the worst possible way 
anyhow,:and possibly some move may 
develop in this connection in the 
near future. 

In the meantime, a frank and free 
discussion of the High School pron- 
lem is necessary and advisable. The

THE MOSLEM PROBLEM 


Why has Armenia been given back 
to the unspeakable Turk? Why has 
the Government of India, a British 
dominion, requested the British Gov- 
ernment to grant several far-reaching 
concessions to Turkey? Why did 
the publication of Lord Reading’s mes- 
sage almost destroy the Lloyd George 
Government and resnjt in Mr. Mon- 
tague’s res{gnation from the Gabinet? 

These questions have been asked 
recently by readers of The Sentinel, 
and to them all there {s only one 
answer: British statesmen, politici- 
ans and diplomats, have been en- 
deavoring by various means to con- 
ciliate the Moslems or Mohammedans, 
over 100 millions of whom are within 
the British Empire. The Sultan of 
Turkey is the head of the Moham- 
medan religion. Whether’ in Turkey, 
India or Egypt, devout Mohammedans 
regard the Sultan of Turkey, no mat- 
ter what sort on a character he may 
be, as at least thelr spiritual, if not 
their temporal, leader. 

It {6 not a question of principle, 
but a matter of British Imperial pol- 
{cy or political expediency, that has 
on this and former occasions saved 
the unspeakable Turk from just pun- 
ishment for his multitude of crimes. 
Turkey should have been broken up 
and destroyed long ago for the whole- 
sale massacre of the Armenians (sim- 
ply because they were professing 
Christians) and for numerous other 
outrages. If her former wickedness 
did not provide a sufficient reason 
for the disruption of the country, it 
{s certain that Turkey, as a nation, 
should have ended with the last 
Breat war. §tiJ] the Turk contin- 
ues. Why? Simply becase the Mo- 
hammedan of India and Egypt have 
a divided allegiance and Britsh poll 
ticlans are trying to placate them by 
granting concessions to Turkey. Af. 
ter fighting to deliver the Armenians 
from Turkish bondage, they are

These demands could only ‘be granted 
to Turkey, an enemy in the war, at the 
expense of Christians and Jews and 
allies in the great conflict. India 
has dominion status, and, it is said,

‘to the Sevres treaty. The sensation 


was caused by Mr. Montague, . British 
Secretary of ‘State, who published the 
despatch without the consent. of, .the 
British Cabinet. Then followed the 
Cabinet crisis and Mr. Montague’s 
resignation. 

The pecullar policy of Britain to- 
wards Turkey, whether that policy is 
right or wrong, can be understood af- 
ter reading a statement on the situ- 
ation by Sir John Rees, M.P. who 
knows India ‘well. “Mohammedanism 


-{is a religion and not a nation,” he 


points out.: They are all united and 
“it, is useless to argue with them” on 
such subjects as those raised fn the 
despatch from Delhi. Sir John ‘con- 
tinues: 

“They know, as we hardly seem to 
know, that they are upwards of 100 
millions out of 400 millions in the 


British Empire, and more numerous}: 
than its Christian subjects, just as |. 


they are far more united, and they are 
probably not unaware of the strength 
arising from the fact that everyone 
of the 100 millions puts his religion. 
before everything else, is proud be- 
yond measure of it, and conducts his 
religious observances at the proper 
seasons, regardless of place or of 
any other consideration. 

“The policy of the famous _ tele- 
gram may not be capable of axecu- 
tidn in every point, its publication 
may not have been regular; but it 
gives expression to a feeling deeply 
and almost universally held among 
Mohammedans, and we shall do well 
to take to heart the fact that a 
quarter of our fellow-subjects expect 
us to prefer Mohammedans to Greeks, 
Armenians, Hebrews, Parthians, 
Elamites, and miscellaneous dwell- 
ers in Mesopotamia.”

‘Heavy rains have 
been fairly general over these  dis- 
tricts in the past few days, and the 
indications are that grain yields will 
average up fairly well. Wheat will 
be short in straw, however. -Hay 
crops are light, but with continued 
moisture will make an average crop. 
Grasshoppers have not offered any 


-serlous menace in the northern dis- 


tricts. Farmers in nortlfern areas 
are advised to put up all the hay 
possible. 

Hail—Several districts in the 
province report hail storms, which 
have done damage within.a limited 
area. Generally speaking there has 
bcen no extensive damage from this 
cause.
